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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the intematiorial application designated the United 
states and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ouchi (US6597713). 

With respect to claims 1-5, 8, 14-18, and 21-23, Ouchi shows in Fig.21 and 
30 an integrated VCSEL and power monitor assembly comprising a VCSEL 21, an 
etched cavity Si substrate 160, a light sensor 283, an optical fiber 143; wherein the 
VCSEL is attached to the substrate. 

With respect to claims 6-7, Ouchi shows in Fig.21 a metal contact 112 
(electrode). 

With respect to claims 9-1 1 and 19, Ouchi shows in Fig.21 an optical 
element 161. 
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With respect to claim 12, Ouchi discloses epoxy (col. 16, 1.16-17). 

With respect to claims 13 and 20, Ouchi shows in Fig. 30 a light beam 
controller 287. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/15/04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Ouchi reference fails to teach a semiconductive 
substrate having an etched cavity along a light path of a VCSEL, wherein a light 
sensor is on the semiconductive substrate. The examiner does not concur because 
the Ouchi reference clearly discloses in Fig. 19 and 21 a semiconductive substrate 
having an etched cavity along a light path of a VCSEL and a light sensor (see 
col.5, 1.21-43).
